In the discussions now proceeding throughout Canada regarding Federal 
taxation, and In particular the campaign being waged by the Retail Trade 
Bureau and the Canadian Board of Trade in favor of the abolition of 
Income Tax, there is recognition of pne outstanding fact. That is, that the 
Dominion Government must raise a large revenue in order to meet national 
obligations. Past Budget statements at Ottawa further indicate that the pres¬ 
ent volume of revenue is required to meet our war indebtedness and obligations 
and the current expenditures of the Dominion, except, of course, insofar as 
current expenditures can be reduced through greater economy and efficiency, 

Such reductions, cannot, however, be all effected immediately, while the public 
demand for decreased taxation is rather insistent. 

It would appear axiomatic, therefore, that if the Income Tax is 
pealed, some other source of revenue to make good the fifty odd million dollaras j 
obaintedi annually through this tax must be tapped. Where that money is to 
come from, and whether it would not simply mean the introduction of new orj 
additional taxes in some other form, advocates of the repeal of the Income 
Tax do not explain. • They do say that great savings can be affected in Govern¬ 
ment administration, in Government purchases, in a smaller Civil Service, and 
- in Government expenditures generally, but, as already stated, these cannot be 
brought about immediately to offset the complete stoppage of Income Tax 
Revenues. 

Advocates of the repeal of the Income Tax do, however, present a strong 
and logical case as to the ultimate national effect of the abolition of Income 
Taxes, and their views are worthy of tho most careful and serious considera¬ 
tion. 

It is argued that the Income Tax is not only unsound but unjust in that it 
practically amounts to the imposition of a penalty on the most enterprising, 
energetic, and productive ciiizens, who, by their labor and thrift earn largrj 
incomes than d‘i> the less energetic and progressive citizen. Such a tax, tiny I 
argue, d scourages men in their best years and impetls them to emigrate to' 
the United States where their experience and ability is recognized and reward¬ 
ed and where only a fraction of their eainings are taken in taxation as com¬ 
pared wi,h Canada. 

■It is further argued that, while an,Incopto Tax may be a sound and wise 
policy in ffuropean countries \vh 03 e development has reached a mature stage, 
and where there are vast accumulations of wealth, it is a fatal policy for a 
young and undeveloped country like Canada, inasmuch as it operates to dis¬ 
courage investment in development and productive enterprises; that instead 
of discouraging development and. production, Canada’s future demands that 
every encouragement should be given, and that through such development only 
can a larger and permanent population be secured, and, ultimately, necessary 
revenues to discharge our heavy war indebtedness and provide required, busi¬ 
ness for our railways and industrial establishments. 

Again, say the advocates of repeal, the Income Tax acts as a barrier 
investme nt in Canada by men of wealth in the United States, Great Britain, 

Holland, Switzerland, and other countries who have money to invest, and, who 
would thus

Purchasing Power of Crop Only 
Slightly Less Than Last Year 

The monthly business summary of 
tho Bank of Montreal says: “During 
the month uncertainty as to tho crop

The criminal of today is a specialist, 
according to an eminent British stu¬ 
dent of crime. Men and women of the 
underworld devote all their energies 
and attention to one thing only. 

For instance, one. man never stole 
anything but step ladders, another 
hand barrows. One hand barrow 
specialist 'is known to have emptied 
valuable contents from the barrow 
into an obscure corner and to bave 
decamped with the barrow only. 

Another worthy well known to the 
London police steals nothing but 
street directories. Book thieves are 
the queerest of criminals. A woman 
of thirty-six was arrested in the act 
of stealing a Latin grammar from a 
bookstall, and two more grammars 
were found ip her skirt pocket. When 
her house was searched It was full of 
Latin grammars and similar books, all 
stolen. The culprit confessed that 
she could neither read nor write, but 
said she wished to impress her neigh¬ 
bors with her learning. 

A few years ago so many rubber 
doormats were stolen in London that 
owners took to padlocking their pro¬ 
perty. The police caught the culprits, 
'horn there were two. Both took 
rubber doormats and nothing else.

On the other hand, it is urged by those who favor retention of the Income 
Tax that It is essentially the! fairest tax. that can be imposed, inasmuch as it 
calls upon people to pay in proportion to their ability to do so as represented 
by their Annual income. Further, that it is the only way whereby men and 
women who are not now engaged in any work of production but who are living 
on invested capital can be made to contribute their proper share to the cost of 
Government. It was contended during the closing years of the war, and the 
argument still holds good in numerous instances, that whereas thousands of 
men gave their lives, others amassed fortunes, now safely invested, and that 
they should be required to pay through a tax on the income derived from those 
Invested profits. 

Then, coming back to.tl*e opening paragraphs of this article, if the Income 
Tax is repealed, how and where is tire necessary revenue thus lost to be ob¬ 
tained? The Canadian Council of Agriculture oppose repeal, not only because 
they regard an Income 1 Tax as a very fail- method, but because they see in its 
abiogation the passing of any possibility of furtlifer tariff reductions, and 
Tear-increases in; order to make good the loss of revenue.
